DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for sizing the cooling fan and air inlet ports to 
control cooling air flow to equal to or lower than 15 m/s. The value is also not considered to be 
an obvious modification because the instant disclosure demonstrates its criticality. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
